WINNER OF 6 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
FINANCES DON'T LOOK TOO BAD

“The trend is away from new fluor- 
idation programs for community 
water supplies." (Reported — by 
U.S.P.H.S. in AMA News, |/11/60). 
ADA survey, 11/25/60, showed 29 
cities rejected fluoride in November 
elections; only 5 approved. 


WHEN Fluoridation 


There is no unanimity of medical 
opinion on the question of fluorida- 
tion. The 15,000-member Association 
of Amierican’ Physicians ‘and Surgeons 
has condemned compulsory mass 
medication and the use of the public 
water supply as’a vehicle for drugs. 


Fluorine “may not have any value 
in nutrition or even in the mainten- 
ance of dental health." (Maurer and 
Day in “The Non-essentiality of Fluor- 
ina in Nutrition," Journal of Nutri- 
tion, 8/57). 


Has Been Rejected by 


The Medical Association of Texas, 
the state in which the interest in 
fluoridation for the prevention of 
dental caries originated, refused to 
endorse artificial fluoridation and 
roted not to reconsider it for 5 years. 


This may explain the statement by 
Dr. W. W. Bauer, Director of Health 
Education of the AMA, that fluorida- 
tion “'is proceeding crabwise, which 
is to say, backward." (San Francisco 
Examiner, 4/29/60). 


Medical Authorities 


Many other medical and public 
health organizations have also op- 
posed fluoridation. 

Endorsements of fluoridation do 
not alter scientific facts and are no 
more meaningful than endorsements 
of cigarettes or tooth paste.

Can Be Harmful To Many 


US. Public Health Service freely 
acknowledged that mottling might 
reach 10%, of the children drinking 
fluoridated water. In the experimen- 
tal city of Newburgh, N.Y., 17%, of 
the children were officially reported 
to be afflicted with mottling of teeth 
after 10 years of fluoridation. 

No one can quarantee in advance 
that your child will not be one of 
those who will suffer from mottled 


WHEN Better Alternatives Are Available 


Whatever the outcome of the 
fluoridation experiment, there are 
less hazardous and more efficient 
ways of obtaining such benefits as 
fluoride may offer than by putting 
it into the public water supply. 

In Passaic, N.J., for example, the 
Board of Health supplies tablets to 
dentists for free distribution. "The 


voluntary use of tablets,” the board 
notes, “is inexpensive and minimizes 
waste. It also insures the individual 
a controlled dose of fluoride under 
professional supervision.” 

With more efficient, safer, and 
less expensive alternatives available, 
fluoride can be given to our children 
individually without forcing it upon 


teeth. Promoters of artificial fluorida- 
tion contend that this mottling is “not 
objectionable." This should be de- 
cided by the person whose teeth are 
afflicted, not by the arbitrary asser- 
tions of public officials. 

Fluoridation is compulsory mass 
medication without precedent. Mass 
therapy cannot ignore the possibility 
off mass side reactions.

WHEN Fluoridation Has Become Obsolete 


WHAT_ENCYCLOPEDIA__AMER]- 
CANA _{1959)_ SAYS: 


“The strongest objections to fluor- 
idation center around the possible 
harmful effects that may result from 
the long-run ingestion of the drug. 
Since the. experimental period has 
been relatively short and scientists 
have, therefore, been unable thor- 
oughly to explore this factor and 
definitely rule out these dangers, 
there exists on the part of the lay 
public a natural reluctance to the 
compulsory ingestion of a highly 
toxic substance in order to obtain 
partial control of a non-communi- 
cable disease."

| 
DIFFERENT. 

CHLORINE is added to water 
to kill bacteria in the water which 
might cause a communicable dis- 
ease. FLUORINE is added to wa- 
ter, not with the intention of kill- 
ing bacteria, but with the inten- 
tion of acting upon the bodies of 
the people who drink the water. 


In other words, chlorine treats 
the water to make it safe for drink- 
ing; fluoride medicates the per- 
son. When the water is boiled in 
making coffee or in cooking, chlo- 
rine goes off as a gas, but fluo- 
rine becomes more concentrated. 


IS_IT_ SAFE TO ADD TOXIC

Though all pharmacopaeias list 
fluorides as deadly poisons, the 
promoters of artificial fluoridation 
contend that they become harm- 
less when injected into the public 
water supply in small concentra- 
tions. 


To expect objective research on 
the safety of fluorides from those 
promoting fluoridation is like ex- 
pecting objective research on the 
link between smoking and lung 
cancer by the cigarette manu- 
facturers. 


"No satisfactory reason has 
ever been advanced to show why 
everyone in a community must be 
compelled to risk life-long extra- 
ordinary exposure to the toxic ac- 
tion of fluorides, particularly when 
safer, more effective and more 
economical ways of administering 
fluorides for caries prevention in 
children's teeth have been pointed 
out and are available." (Arthur C. 
Ford, Commissioner, New York 
City Department of Water Supply)
